How to Rnrn (Vml. 


A vevy common mistake is made and 


much fuul wanted in the manner of re- 
plenishing coal fires, both ia furnaces 
and grates. They should be fed with a 
little coal at a time, aud often; but ser- 
vants, to save time and trouble, put on 
a great deal at once, the first result bo- 
ing that almost all the heat in absorbed 
by the newly-put-on coal, which docs 
not givfl out heat until it has become 
red-hot. 
Hence, for a while the room 


in cold, but when it becomes fairly 
nglow the licat is insufferable. 
The 


time to replenish a coul fire is an soon 
as tho coals begin to show ashes on 
their surface, then put on merely enough 
to show a layer of black coal covying 
tho red. This will soon kindle, and, as 
there is not much of it, an oiofsa of 
heat will not bo given out. 
Many also 


put out the firo.by stirring tlio grate as 
soon as fresh coal is put on, thus leav- 
ing all heat in the ashes when it should 
be sent to tho new supply of conl. The 
liuie to stir the fire is just whcu the 
new coal laid on ia pretty well kindled. 
This method of managing a coal fire is 
troublesome, but it naves fuel, gives a 
more uniform heat, and prevents tho 
discomfort of alternations of heat and 
cold above referred to.
